Theie Capitulations were alſo ratified by the 
Tranſylvanians, but to be kept from the Turks, &c. 
a milerable condition for Chriſtian Princes. , 

Beſides the Hungarian Penſion , little hapned 
till the taking of Copan by Serini from the Turks, 
Anno 1588, But this was difowned by Maximi- 
lian. Something more I would have faid , but 
that the bulk of my Letter is already too big; 
I ſhall therefore hy aſide all other things, and con- 
clude with the Afﬀairs of HZwngary and Buda as they 
now ſtand. 


The early Succeſs of the Campaign gave the 
Impenaliſts hopes that nothing would ſtand be- 
forethem : For by the latter end of Fuze they 
had routed the Turkiſh Army near Yaccia. In 
the beginning of Fuly they had taken Peſt and 

| » By the middle of Fuly had 
beaten the Turkiſh Camp that lay about Buda; 
and taken the Old Town ; and went fo on with 
their Mines, Works, &c. that they doubted not 
but to be Maſters of the place in a very ſhort 
rume. 

That in Faly they reckoned their Forces Forty 
thouſand men, their Army in a flouriſhing con- 
dition. That the Walls and Caſtles of the Town 
were old and irregular. That they were lodged 
in the upper Ditch. That if LZeſbley ſhould joyn 
them they would be Fifty thouſand ſtrong. Thar 
they had taken Gerarsberg , from whence they 
did very much incommode the Befieged, Nay, fo 
confident were they of maſtering the place, that 
on Auga/t the gth 'twas reported that it was ta- 
ken by Aſſault : For that there were differences 
between the Officers of the Garriſon ; that they 
wanted all manner of Neceſſaries and Proviſions, 
that the Garrifon diminiſhed. 

That Fuly 224h; the Duke of Lorain had bea- 
ten the Turkaſh Camp that was under the Seral- 

quier, 
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quier, for the Relief of Buda. That the Army 
was Twenty five thouſand ſtrong before the ar- 
rival of the Duke of Bavaria's Forces, who were 
ſome, about the middle of Seprember at Buda; 0- 
thers, not till towards the latter end. But now 
of a fudden the faces of things began to alter : 
For on the 2 3th of September the Turks are the 
Agreſlors, and aſſault the Imperial Camp. The 
Salleys are often and ſtrong; the wet weather 
incommoded the Chriſtians; and though they 
have had Recrits of Men and Proviſions ar times, 
yet they have not come ſeaſonable, that the Ar- 
my decayed faſter than ſupplied. And though on 
the 12th of Ofober a general Affault be intended, 
vet the Seraſquier drawing nearer the Imperial 
Camp, maketh other meatures, the Aſſault is put 
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off to a further time, hoping that Neceſſity would 
reduce the place , or elſe the Seraſquier remove 
further from them. 

But whilſt every one had their eyes on the Se- 
raſquier , judging the Relief would come from 
thar ſide of the Danube , on the 24th of Ofober, 
the Baſla of Agria, from Peſt-ſide , ſupplied the 
Town with 
And on the 30 of Ofober,the Dukes of Lorain and 
Bavaria ſhewed their Condu&t, not enough to be 
admired, in bringing off an Army ſafe under ſuch 
Circumſtances , from among ſuch bad Neigh- 
bours : For it wasas if both parties were contens 
ted to let each other draw off to take breath a- 
gainſt another Encounter.
